It is the intention of the govern- 
ment to pay a commission to canvass- 
ers for this loan and it will be the 
duty of this committee to sub-divide 
the district,-appoint canvassers and 
supervise the campaign generally.

Both Parties in Medicine Hat --- 
Was Only Name Presented--Both 
Parties Join Forces 


Hon. A. L. Sifion, Minister of Cus- 
toms in the union government, is to be 
the union government candidate in 
this constituency in the forthcoming 
general election, So decided a large- 
ly attended meeting of Liberals and 
Conservatives at the convention held 
in Medicine Hat yesterday afternoon. 

At this conveation it was first de-

The ‘resolu- 
tion was a lengthly one, covering the 
ground which led up to the present 
situation, and was ably fathered by 
eloquent speeches from both the 
mover and seconder. The resolution 
carried unanimously, after which the 
meeting was asked to elect officers 
for the new union party. The follow-

Two members of the executive, one 
Conservative and one Liberal, -were 
named for each of the provincial con- 
stituencies of Arcadis, . Redcliff and 
Medicine Hat. 

With the organization completed 
the next order of business was the se- 
lection of a candidate, There was on- 
ly one name submitted to the conven- 
tion and that was the Hon. A. L. Sif- 
ton, This nomination was mover by 
Dr. Boyd, the retiring Liberal candi- 
date, and seconded by Wm. Cousins, 
a life-long Conservative and one of 
the leading workers for the party in 
this constituency. \ 

Mr. Sifton accepted the nomination 
and delivered a most stirring patriotic 
speech, after which Senator Willough- 
by, late leader of the. Conservative 
party in Saskatchewan; Geo. Hoadley, 
M. P. P. for Okatokes, and W. A. 
Buchannan, sitting Liberal member 
for the old constituency. of Medicine 
Hat, addressed the meeting. 


Two Week End: 
Fires in Town 


Our long spell of freeness from fires 
was twice broken during the . past 
week. The first alarm sent in was 
last Saturday morning when fire was 
discovered in the building at present 
occupied by Mrs. Wilde as a lunch 
room and confectionery store. It hap- 
pened just about noon when the mid- 
day meal was being prepared ani 
started from a defective flue. For- 
tunately the blaze was noticed before 
it had gained much headway and the 
prompt arrival and good work of the 
brigade saved the building from dis- 
truction. A small portion of the roof 
was destroyed and some goods dam- 
aged by water. 

The second blaze occurred early 
Sunday morning in a building in the 
south end of the town owned by R. R. 
Stoner. The house was occupied by 
some men who are employed at the 
Brick & Coal plant, About 2.80 a. m. 
they were awakened by the smoke in 
the room and on investigation found 
that the stove pipe had slipped out of 
the flue and fallen over against a par- 
tition, setting it on fire. By this time 
the flames had gained considerable 
headway and as the building was a 
frame it was beyond all hope of sav- 
ing when the brigade arrived. The 
inmates barely escaped with their 
lives. The house and contents were a 
total loss.

ially their soul is 200 years behind our 
age. She is very sure that we need 
not look for any revolutions in Ge:- 
many so long as the people think there 
is a chance for them to win the war. 
If there is to be ay revolt by the Ger- 
man people it will come not because 
of a change of heart on the part of the 
people toward the aims of heir auto- 
cratic government, but because that 
goverment is no longer able to lead 
the German nation to a place of su- 
preme control over the rest of the 
world. A defeated and _ discredited 
kaiser is the only kind of a kaiser the 
German people will depose. 

In other words, generous sengyments 
and fine phrases about liberating the 
German people from their military 
slave-drivers are wasted upon a peo- 
ple who cherish the hope of victory 
and spoils; who have been taught to 
look upon war as a business for pro- 
fit and are just as eager as_ their 
teachers to reap the profits, no matter 
what crimes and outrages may be re- 
sorted to to gain that end.
